A.  COMMAND  AKD  ORGAIilZATIQN 

1.  (U)  On  23  Arril  1969  a  provisional  coinmand  vns  forne'’  ’nder  KQ,  XXIV  Corps. 
This  command,  XXIV  Corps  Special  Troops,  has  administrative  command  of  two  comparies 
and  three  detachments  assigned  to  KQ,  XXIV  Corps. 

2.  (K)  Three  units  assigned  or  under  the  operational  control  of  HQ,  XXIV  Corps, 
and  formerly  in  a  provisional  status,  became  n  mbered  units  during  the  report  period. 
This  resulted  from  modified  tables  of  organisation  and  equipment  being  approved  by 
Department  of  the  Army.  These  units  are: 

a.  103th  Transportation  Company  (Gar) 

b.  24th  Public  Information  Detacluncnt 

c.  62d  Aviation  Company 

B .  INTELLIGENCE  A1-;D  COtl.TSRINTSLLIGEKCE 

1.  (C)  Intelligence  Planning;  D-uring  the  report  period,  XXIV  Corps  OFORD 

11-69,  "Spring  Offensive",  was  published  with  emphasis  on  locating  and  destroying 
enemy  forces,  installations,  tind  storage  areas  in  the  highlands  of  the  Corps  AO, 
while  contiruing  the  accelerated  atlack  against  the  Viet  Cong  Infrasti*u;’.ture  (VCI) . 
The  "Rice  Denial "  operations  order  wa.i-  also  published  during  the  quarter.  Ag¬ 
gressive,  combined  US/GVl’  eperaidons  a:a  le‘‘ng  oondicted  in  accord, '.roe  with  that 
order  to  deny  the  enemy  access  to  tha  a  ring  h  rvest,  and  to  secure  the 

maximum  amount  of  rice  for  the  civil Lu.r.  pop-Jace.  Both  operations  orders  are  cur¬ 
rently  being  iir^lemented. 

2.  (C)  B-52  Bombing  Program:  There  were  thirty-five  B-52  strikes  Ip  the  Corps 

TAOR  during  the  quarter;  fourteen  In  February,  fourteen  In  March,  and  seven  In  April, 
Subdivided  into  geographic  areas,  twenty- four  strikes  were  enqiloyed  in  the  vicinity 
of  Base  Area  (BA)  611,  six  in  the  vicinity  of  the  A  Sheu  Valley,  two  in  the  western 
D^E  area,  and  three  in  areas  adjacent  to  the  Corps  AO,  Of  the  thirty- five  B-52 
strikes,  twenty-one  were  flown  in  support  of  Operation  Dewey  Canyon,  flva  for  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Striker,  three  for  Maine  Crag,  two  for  Purple  Martin,  and  four  were  in 
support  of  unnamed  operations.  Ground  follow-up  in  strike  areas  Indicates  the  use 

of  well  planned  B-S2  strikes  contributes  to  overall  operational  success  and  continues 
to  prevent  the  enemy  from  massing  personnel,  supplies,  and  equipment,  thus  con¬ 
siderably  reducing  his  threat  to  Free  World  Forces  In  the  Corps  AO. 

3.  (C)  Intelligence  Collection: 

a.  Prisoners  of  War  (FW)  Interrogation,  During  the  report  period,  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  Pli  reports.  The  intelligence  provided  hy  NVA  FW's 
aided  significantly  in  Opera iiona  Purple  Martin,  Maine  Crag,  and  Massachusetts 
Striker,  by  identifying  enemy  units,  their  disposition,  capabilities,  and  inten¬ 
tions. 


b.  Ground  Reconnaissance.  Aggressive  ground  r>eonrf«is5'nC9  patrols  in  the 
XXIV  Corps  AO  produced  good  rasults.  These  petrols  had  in  excess  of  one  hundred 
contacts  resulting  in  over  one  hundred  enesriy  XIA,  There  w^re  Qxatjorie  hundred 
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sightings  vd.thout  contact  that  provided  intelligence  data  resijlting  in  the  leer  t Ion 
of  naTiSrous  ene^ny  bunker  coi.iplexes  end  bt.re  caip’'??.  Intelligence  dat-a  furnished  by 
ground  patrols  also  resuloe^  in  ?  '^-k-ov/ery  ox  tv...*:  t!  e  largest  rice  err'^.es 

of  the  war. 

c,  Teclmical  Intelligence.  During  the  report  period,  XXIV  Corpr  continaa-1 
monitoring  items  of  t<ichnlcal  intelligence  interest.  This  was  accomplished  Ll./.ii'g;-! 
effective  liaison  between  the  Conb'ned  Ilateriel  liqjloitation  Center  Team, the  3d 
Marine  Division,  and  101st  Airborne  Division  (All).  At  the  request  o”  !  ir iir , 
a  "go  team"  is  dispatched  to  cache  sites  to  orovide  expertise  in  the  rnalrsie  t  irl 
evaluation  of  captured  enemy  eqiupi.’isnt .  Additionally,  73  war  trophy  pirtols  arc' 
rifles  ware  registered  by  the  Teclinicrl  Int  ''ligence  Section:  29  pistols  ■  nd  /J) 
rifles. 

4.  (C-NOFORN)  Ground  Sunrelllance : 

a.  During  December  1963,  r'crson-vol  of  the  3d  llarine  DivisLon  and  10  1st.  Aii- 
bome  Division  (Al')  were  trained  on  the  use  of  Du.flel  Bag  sen':or3  by  taclniic;. ! 
liaison  teams.  On  14  December  1963,  the  3d  Marine  Division  b’gnn  eMplccing  Duffel 
Bag  sensors,  while  the  101st  Ai.rborne  Division  (Ail)  began  sensor  emplrcem'-nt  :n 

28  December  1963. 

b.  On  3  February  1969,  Spociel  iVojects  previously  assi-ned  to  the  03  ooction^ 
was  transferred  to  the  G2  3act:.or.  and  renamed  Ground  3urveill-'-nce.  Beccuss  f.'mi.r.r 
operations  acquire  both  targe:  information  and  inbel.ligenre,  sensor  operations  '..’-re 
integrated  into  the  intelligence  gathering  functions  of  02,  XXI''  Corjjs.

Tispite  the  i'’'.ir:C 
number  of  casualties  in;.‘licted  on  the  snenay,  only  the  676th  NVA  Artillery  .i.g.L  nut 
and  4th  Engineer  ’:egLmanV559th  Transport' tlon  Gx’oup  'j'-ie  identified  in  0:  xv  fou 
Dewey  Canyon,  indicating  tlia  enery  took  extreme  caution  in  removing  lie  tif./ing 
docxxir.ents  from  personnel  before  committing  them  to  combat.  During  L’xe  'irst.  two 
weeks  of  the  Pre-Tet  per  iod,  enemy  initirted  rotivi  t.,  increase  I  in  .he  i.'iu-; 

south  of  the  DUZ  and  consi.'ted  primarily  of  r-ttfchs  b:  fire,  stvill  ground  '.t'.’  -  s, 
and  the  en^^loyment  of  nines  on  land  LOG'S  and  the  Cuc  "iet  River.  During  the  t.irz 
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week  of  Mie  Pre-Tet  period,  one'Tiy  activity  decreased  sharply  as  the  enemy  declared 
a  one  week  cease  fire  in  comnenoration  of  Tet.  The  Tet  General  Offensive  period 
occurred  from  22  Feb  69  to  31  ba:  69,  Coor’incted  attacks  by  "ire  and  sappers  on 
24-25  Feb  69  directed  against  FSB's  Taissell  and  Iteville,  urobably  by  elements  of  the 
246th  OTA  Reginent,  were  tlie  fir 't  i;u?.jor  events  of  the  Tet  General  Offensive  in 
Quang  Tri  Province.  Tlie  reappearance  of  t  c  246th  !!VA  Regiiient  in  rn  iiifrntr:-  role 
mr.rked  a  significant  change  fro  '.  tiv luiit's  uravioiis  logisi-irrl  activities.  7iroigh- 
out  the  Tet  Gen-.Tal  Of -ens 0  ac  t/  ■/?  s  Cv'.acentr.' ted  in  the  e.re=’  b'tv'sen 
the  EJiZ  and  the  Cua.  Viet  rj-vsi/jiioute  9  --it;,  s  cons  ••cic'-.s  l  or  cf  o:’'  't  ' 

the  Trieu' Phon;;  Ivvlands.  Bnerv/  rotivity  consisted  primarily  of  attacks  by  "ire, 
convoy  ambushes,  mining  of  Irnd  LOG'S  rrr':  the  Cus  Viet  River,  and  .<n’nvnd  atiacks 
usually  by  compr.iiy  sise  or  s  dallar  vnits.  Or;  .ration  Lontane  linuler  (23  far  69  to 
3  Apr  69)  resulted  in  two  battalion  siaed  contacts  in  the  .‘■res  north  of  Roii.te  9 
between  Can  Lo  and  ‘'ILliott  Combat  3'  e.  Voarly  3OO  enemy  from  the  1st  an’,  if 
Battalions/27th  VA  Regii.ient  wjre  dlled.  rendering  those  units  combat  ineffectlTe. 

It  appears  the  27th  IWA  Reciiont  was  massing  northwest  of  Cam  Lo  for  an  attack  on 
that  city  or  possibly  to  interdict  Route  9  when  contact  ini tit  ted  by  A' lied  Forces 
preempted  the  Regiment's  attack  plans,  nicme.  ts  of  the  34th  Rocket  Artill  'ry 
Regiment  wire  also  active  north-west  cf  Cam  Lo  in  conducting  attacks  by  fire  pri- 
mailly  against  C2  Base.  A  F.i  captured  on  22  Fsb  69,  reported  the  31st  Group  had 
been  upgraded  in  January  1969  to  the  3"st  Regime  t,  \.ndch  added  an  additional 
battalion,  the  15th  Battalion.  T-e  new  hattalio:  has  yet  to  be  ide-’tif-'ed  in 
contact.  The  enemy  sharply  increased  his  r ctivity  within  the  HIZ  during  the  Tet 
General  Offensive  and  conducted  23  attacks  by  fire  from  imthin  tie  DliZ  durir.g  that 
period.  Enemy  activity  in  the  eastern  DliZ  increased  sharply  with  elements  of  the 
31st  Regiment,  133th  OTA  Rogi  ient,  and  126th  'laval  Sapp'.r  Regiment  probably  resnons- 
ible  for  most  of  the  activity.  On  1  iicr  69,  Opoi  .tion  Purple  Martin  ir.  northwest 
Quong  Tri  Province  ms  initiated.  'Pu.e  enemy  was  'ithor  not  capable  or  unwilling  to 
commit  a  sign-ificant  0'.unt3raatr.c;ri.ng  force  in  this  area,  and  preferred  to  limit 
activi  V’  to  attacks  by  fire  against  ’’SE’s  and  LZ's,  ambushing,  sniping,  and  employ¬ 
ing  mines  and  booby  traps  "giinsb  ground  troops.  During  the  last  week  of  '^’ebruary 
1969,  It  became  apparent  that  tbe  snsr.y  was  exteaslvely  using  Route  926, '61 6  for 
wheeled  arid  tracked  vehicle  traffic,  0  15  lArch  1969,  Operation  Mtine  Crag  com¬ 
menced  in  the  Khe  Sonh/Vietna...iese  Sclient  Area  to  interdict  eremy  logistic  activities. 
Again,  the  enemy  was  unwilling  to  comrait  a  sizeable  force  against  the  AJ.lied  operation 
even  to  defend  large  rice  cacues  wdeh  w*re  .Mscovered  in  the  eastern  Vietnamese 
Salient.  Elements  of  the  75th  Engineer  Bc.t'salicri/559  Transvortction  Group  appeared 
in  the  Vietnamese  Salient.  Di'ring  the  Post- Tot  General  Offensive  period  (l  Apr  69  - 
30  Apr  69),  enemy  initiated  r.ct.iv.Ltf  t?c.'oarel  to  a  J.oii  level,  but  enemy  "orces 
still  maintained  some  presence  through  minor  attacks  by  fire,  snipings,  and  employ¬ 
ment  of  mines  and  booby  traps  primarily  in  attempts  at  LOG  interdiction.  Moat 
significant  was  the  movement  of  an  unidentified  multi-re drontal  size  force  to  an 
area  in  Laos  west  of  the  Viecv.mose  b'fiont.  Thus  far,  that  force  has  given  no  in¬ 
dication  of  its  intentions,  tlthoug..  -.is  capable  of  attac’.cing  into  Maine  Crag  AO 
or  tfrusting  sven  deeper  into  .juar.g  Tri  I>ov-nce„  Of  significance  was  contact 
with  7th  front  elements  in  the  Vietnajiiese  Soli  eat.  P.l's  were  captured  from  the  K-8 
Battalion,  K-14  Battalion,  ml  "oil  wing  a  sepner  attack  on  FSD  Torch,  the  10th 
Sapper  Battalion.  Their  statera:nts  indict te  the  7th  Front  started  v/ithdrawlng  from 
BA  101  as  early  as  December  196!.'  as  Allied  operations  had  apparontly  decimated  their 
ranks,  deided  them  access  tc  the  lowlands  and  the  srfety  of  BA  101.  The  enemy  cur¬ 
rently  continues  to  pose  a  signiflcan  t  real  .In  the  ce.itral  3112  area  ns  elements  of 
the  27th  OTA  Regiment,  31 --t  Regiront,  246th  OTA  Regir  ent,  270th  Regiment  and  Sifvth 
Rocket  Artillery  Regiment  oporrte  in  the  area.  In  r.ddition  the  enemy  has  three  tube 
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artillery  regiments  and  a  division  equivalent  of  infantry  tnat  could  be  corai-it-ed  to 
support  units  in  the  central  and  eastern  DtlZ.  It  is  bjlieved  the  c;neu/  will  not 
attempt  to  cross  the  DiiZ  in  fo’-ce  ’  :t  t.,-,  i.iifiltrEte  troops  and  supplies 

into  SVN. 

b.  Thua  Thien  Province.  Enemy  activity  in  Thua  Thien  Province  has  been  moder;  -e 
throughout  the  repxjrt  period  as  the  eneny  waged  the  Uinter-Spring  Offe.sive.  The 
Winter-Spring  O  fensive  has  taken  the  form  of  attacks  by  "ire,  primarily  uitli 
rockets,  on  major  Allied  installations  and  Hue.  Heaviest  enemy  ra'-ti-. ity  occurred  in 
early  February  1969,  continuing  through  March  1969.  In  April  1969  enemy  activity  sub¬ 
sided  to  a  light  level,  possibly  ending  the  V/inter-3prirg  Offensive.  Tne  4th  ;7A 
Regiment  remained  in  Phu  Loc  District  throughout  the  report  period  and  ;:voidel  Alliei 
contact.  Activity  by  the  4th  'Nk  Regimert  consisted  of  af-empts  to  interdict  higii- 
uay  1  and  the  Hue  -  Da  Nang  Pailroad.  S.varal  as  assinrtions  in  PIiu  Loc  District 
were  possibly  the  work  of  the  4th  INk  Regiment  attempt'ng  to  maintain  some  influence- 
over  the  populace.  The  Stli  I7A  Regiment  has  been  liiiited  almost  solely  to  attacks 

by  i'ire  and  small  sapper  attacks.  Since  1  February  1969,  the  K-32  Rocket  Artill  u-y 
Battalion  has  attacked  with  IHlmr'i  rockets  on  12  occasions,  striking  Cai'.p  Fogle  four 
times,  Hue  once,  Phu  Bai  Combat  Base  three  time  ;,  FSB  Boyd  and  FSB  Birmingham  tv;ico 
eac’n.  Eleraents  of  the  Chi  Tliua  I  or  II  Sapper  Battalions/5th  I7A  Regii  ent  attacked 
FSB  Spear  on  3  Mar  69  resulting  in  11  US  iilA  and  3  US  UIA. 

c,  Linld-4tU'ch  1969  Ojeeration  liassachusetts  Striker  began.  Opposing  forces  v/ere 
transportation  and  engine  2ring  elements  of  Binh  h:am  42  in  the  s  uf'ern  A  Shau 
Valley  and  the  three  ha h+^lions  of  the  9th  !7A  Regiment  in  the  area  southwest  of 
Delta  Juncticn  (intersection  of  Rt  547  and  Rt  547A).  Tiroughcut  the  operation 
only  small  sporadic  contact  has  been  made,  however,  several  large  caches  iiave  been 
found.  The  9th  ilVA  Peui  ont,  by  sniping  rnd  ambushing  Allied  patrols,  has  success¬ 
fully  minimized  losses  while  inflicting  light,  casualties  on  Allied  Forces.  In  mid- 
April  1969  the  5th  ’P7A  Regiment  began  to  show  more  inti^-est  in  Oper  tion  Mrss(>,?hus  -tts 
Striker.  Recently  captured  documents  indicated  that  in  7  ;bruary  1969,  the  5',h  •  VA  Regt 
well  supplied  with  food  and  munitions.  Currently,  with  I'nes  of  supply  interdicted 
between  the  A  Shau  Valley  and  southern  Thua  Thien  Province, the  stores  o"  the  5t''  -VA 
may  be  dwindling.  If  supply  lev  els  diminish  suf ficiently,  the  5th  NVA  Regii,  ent 

could  attempt  to  establish  an  rlt.mate  LOC  to  the  upper  A  Shau  '  lie  -  PA  6n 
region,  or  may  commit  troops  to  'Oper  tion  Massachusetts  Striker  in  an  effort  to  reopen 
supply  lines.  Northwest  of  hue  the  6th  !VA  Regiment’s  attempt  at  an  offensive 
consisted  pr'narily  of  attacks  bp  "ire.  Between  1  Feb  oP  anl  15  I  dm  (.'>  the  K;' 

Rocket  Artillery  Battalion  struck  Camp  Evens  threes  thies  a.nd  ue,  the  An  Lo 
and  LZ  Sally  once  each  with  12.?mm  rockets.  Sine  15  Mcr  69  activity  in  the  area 
north  of  Hue  and  contact  with  the  6th  hVA  RegL  ent  as  been  light  to  non-ezi .■■■tent. 

In  mid-February  1969  the  6th  i7A  Regiment  turned  away  from  the  coastal  lowlands  an! 
focused  on  Operation  Dewey  Canyon,  r'ossibly^  two  batkilions  o''  the  <St!i  17A  Re-’:.'  ■  'ir 
V  ;re  comiriitted  against  tiie  I  ar  nss  as  elements  of  the  K35  Rocket  Artillery  I?rt*riisr. 
supported  \/ith  rocket  fire  from  the  northern  A  Shau  Valley.  When  Operation  Dewey 
Canyon  terminated,  the  6lh  ;.7A  Regirant  returned  to  the  area  nortl.uest  of  Hue  and 
has  remained  relatively  inactive,  This  inactivi  y  could  be  due  to  losses  suffered 
in  Operation  Dewey  Canyon,  although  no  evidence  exists  to  confirm  any  losses  by  the 
6th  !IVA  Regiment.  Lack  of  of "e;  sive  activity  by  the  Regiment  since  15  liar  69  niay 
elso  be  an  indication  that  the  Regiy.ent  has  uga’in  diverted  its  attention  from  the 
lowlands,  this  time  focusing  on  Operation  Ma.ssachusetts  Striker.  Tlircughout  the 
lowlands  during  t.he  rejxjrt'ng  period  onen.y  ac'.ivity  has  been  light,  consisting  pri¬ 
marily  of  proselyting,  reconn-iissmce,  ta.z;:ticn  and  rice  -grthoring.  Most  local 
units  remain  ineffective  as  Allied  ambushes  and  cordons  continue  to  erode  their 
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strength,  A  very  sucoessful  ambush  conducted  east  of  Hue  on  6  Apr  69  by  the  227th 
HP  Company  resulted  in  27  members  of  the  C1l6  Local  Force  Company  or  local  VCI 
eitiier  killed  or  captured. 


d.  Enemy  Capabilities.  The  enemy  retains  the  capability  to  attack  by  fire, 
interdio'  TjOC’s,  terrorize  the  popidace,  and  conduct  limited  ground  attacks  against 
specific  .j.  Enemy  forces  will  probably  continue  to  avoid  contact,  rest 

and  resupply,  while  awaiting  a  decision  on  when  or  whether  to  berjin  another  phase 
of  the  Winter-Spring  Offensive. 


C.  QEERmOMS 

1 .  (D)  "nie  XXIV  Corps  Area  of  Operations  remained  generally  the  same  during 
this  report  period,  however,  the  AO  was  enlarged  slightly  to  the  south  to  allow 
the  101st  Airborne  Division  (All)  to  conduct  Operation  Massachusetts  Striker. 

2.  (C)  The  following  operations  termimted  during  the  rei^ort  period: 

a.  Operation  Kentucky:  Eleraents  oi  the  3d  Nfttliw  BiglMnt  odadneted  detailed  oleer 

end  search/RlF/cordon  operations  in  the  area  aurrourding  Car  Lo,  C-2,  and  Con  Thien, 
north  to  the  DtlZ,  Extensive  pccifi  cation  efforts  by  GV!'/US  Forces  were  concentrated 
in  the  Cam  Lo  and  Con  Thien  areas.  Operation  Kentucky,  whicn  caamenced  on  1  T’ov  67, 
terminated  on  23  Feb  69.  Cumulative  totals  are  shovm  below: 
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b.  Operation  Eevada  Eagle:  The  101st  Airborne  Division  (All)  continued*to  clear 
and  search  the  southern  and  western  portions  of  their  area  of  operations  to  eliidnate 
elements  of  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  !r7A  Roginents.  ETectlve  en5)loyn9nt  of  elrmobile 
US  forces  in  cooi^ination  with  GW<  Purees  enabled  the  101  st  Alrb^r-ne  Division  (All) 

to  rchieve  excellent  results  in  the  Accelerated  Pacification  Ceii])elgn  In  the  oMstnl 
area  of  their  AO.  Operation  revada  Ectle  corutenced  on  17  Mar  and  terminated  on 
28  Feb  69  with  the  following  results:

b.  Tlie  ereay  has  increased  liis  eforts  to  close  the  Cua  Viet  LOG  during  die 
period  by  a  combination  of  mining  and  si/immer/sapper  attacks  on  Naval  Support  Act* 
ivlty  Da  Nang  (NASD),  Cua  Viet.  Losses  have  been  two  PBIl's  (patrol  boat,  river) 
damaged  by  a  mine  explosion,  rnd  five  logistics  craft;  "our-  LC15-3's  and  one  LCM-6 
wire  damaged  by  the  swimmer/sapper  attacks.  One  man  was  killed  in  action  during  the 
swimmer/sapper  attack  21  Feb  69;  no  cargo  was  lost.

lOlst  Airborne  Division  {IM)  provid^  a  substantial  nuid)er  of  AriQr  CH-47  helicopters  * 
These  additional  helicopters  gave  the  3d  Muine  Division  a  greater  lift  capability 
and  penal tted  surging  of  supidles  during  favorable  weather. 


b.  During  the  period  2(V21  Feb  69,  a  3d  Marine  Reginmital  'fejk  roree  returned 
to  Dong  Ha  from  An  Hoe  after  participating  in  Operation  Taylor  Connon  ''Sid^  the 
OPCOH  of  the  Ist  Marine  Division.  The  air  aoveaent  consisted  of  17  C-130  serties;

Bents. 

2.  (U)  Speeial  Servioes.  Ouring  the  report  period  considerable  progress  was 
aads  in  the  eonstmeUan  prograa  for  rsersatlonsl  fseilitiss.  A  40'  by  60*  swianlng 
pool  was  ooaplatsd  and  is  in  use.  Tbnnls  courts  and  conerete  foundatioas  for  a 
Bobile  liban^  and  photo  lab  are  in  the  final  stages  of  eonstraetion.  Baseball  and 
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softball  leagues  are  being  planned  to  provide  a  variety  of  aetivities  for  personnel 
assigned  to  the  area« 

3,  (U)  Heligious  Activities. 

'  a.  The  comparative  stability  of  units  in  the  XXF/  Corps  AO  assisted  in  iHrovidlng 
adequate  religious  coverage.  Cross-service  support  between  /crmy,  Navy  and  Marine 
Chaplains  was  effective  in  providing  coverage  for  all  units.  Ihe  Easter  Season  for 
Protestant  and  Catholic  peraoimel  and  the  Passover  Observance  for  Jewish  personnel 
were  well  observed  throu^out  the  Corps  AO.  Throu^iout  these  religious  seasons 
appropriate  religious  services  for  all  faiths  verB  conducted  in  addition  to  regular¬ 
ly  scheduled  services. 

b.  Throe  monthly  training  conferences  were  conducted  for  XXIV  Corps  Chaplains, 
Various  subjects  of  Interest  to  chaplains  were  presMited  which  Ineltded  a  conference 
led  by  the  Chl^  of  Chaplains,  CH  (MG)  Francis  L.  Sajiq)eon  and  a  program  by  the  29th 
Civil  Affairs  Co^jany  concerning  the  misaiona  and  functions  of  the  Comoany  and  the 
chaplains*  relationship  to  civil  affairs. 

c.  During  the  report  period  the  31st  Chaplains  Detachment  was  assigned  to  the 
XX'<  Corps.  It  has  an  authorized  strength  of  four  officers  and  four  EM  and  provides 
idliglous  coverage  for  advisory  groups  located  in  ICTZ. 

4.  (C)  Medical

continued  tp  Improve  their  facllltieso  A  250*4aan  mssshall  is  nearing  completion 
at  the  22d  Surgical  Hospltali  the  85th  Evacuation  Hospital  has  expanded  the 
capacity  of  its  present  facility  to  133  beds  by  the  addition  of  a  new  ward;  and 
the  18th  Surgical  Hospital  has  tinder  construction  modem  latrine  and  shower  facil¬ 
ities.  The  site  for  the  relocation  of  the  85th  Evacuation  Hospital  has  been  pre¬ 
pared;  however,  vertical  ocnstruetlon  has  been  delayed  due  to  lack  of  blueprints  at 
Mobile  Construction  Battalion  40«  This  new  facility  is  urgently  neeled  to  increase 
the  capability  of  retaining  more  patients  in  the  area.  Cuirently,  approximately 
1000  patients  a  month  are  evacuated  out  of  the  Corps  area. 

b.  A  coordinated  effort  was  initiated  to  combat  the  outbreak  of  plague  in  the 
civilian  populace  in  Thus  Thlen  Province.  Medical  personnel  from  XXIV  Corps,  I72d 
Preventive  Medicine  Iftiit,  Caabined  Action  Group  #3,  Mobile  Construction  Battalion 
40,  MACV  Advisory  Thams  and  the  101st  Airborne  Division  (AM),  in  association  with 
HVN  medical  personnel  are  participating.  Primary  anti-plague  measuroB  include  in¬ 
oculation  of  personnel  and  dissemination  of  Insecticide  to  eliminate  the  flea  vector. 
Coordination  of  inoculation  efforts  is  being  made  to  prevent  a  slrllar  outbreak  of 
cholera.

a.  During  this  report  period^  continued  progress  in  the  pacification  program 
oan,  in  part,  be  attributed  tc  the  level  of  major  combat  activities  and  to  an  in¬ 
creased  emphasis  on  military  civic  action.  Self-help  was  again  the  keynote  of  civic 
action  activities  within  XXIV  Corps.  Projects,  whenever  possible,  were  geared  to 
meet  the  desires  of  the  people.  As  a  result,  units  consistently  reported  that  more 
than  60$  of  the  work  on  projects  was  accomplished  by  self-help  labor.  During  the 
quarter,  units  under  the  OPCON  of  XXIV  Corps  spent  over  5500  nan  days  (10  hour  work¬ 
day)  in  civic  action  projects.  The  two  civic  action  coordinators,  the  101st  Air¬ 
borne  Division  (AM)  aiwi  3d  Marine  Division  reported  over  1000  MIJDCAPS  and  over  100,000 
patients  treated  during  the  period.  Corps  units  have  made  available  to  the  people 
over  tliirty  tons  of  cumnodiVes  to  Include  soap,  food  items,  medical  supplies,  core 
kits  and  various  construction  materials  such  as  sand,  gravel,  tile,  bricks  and  both 
oalvage  and  quality  lumber.  Added  to  this  was  the  support  of  420  projects  (to  in¬ 
clude  echools,  orphanages,  hospitals  and  dispensaries)  by  monies,  technical  advlco 
and  direct  assistance. 

h.  The  projects  imdertaken  by  tha  XXIV  Corps  cover  a  wide  spectrumt

a  Increased  awareness  by  Vietnamese  civilians  of  civic  action  programs  was  made 
through  the  combined  efforts  cf  civil  affairs  and  psychological  operations.  Loud- 
spe^er  teams  and  leaflet  drops'.titaied  the  indigenous  populace  of  the  services 
available  through  civic  action.  Examples  of  the  services  are  MEDCAF3,  rodent  controls, 
immunisation,  distribution  of  commodities  and  entertainment. 

Project  "Screaming  Eagles",  in  which  menbers  of  the  Division  made  voluntauT' 
monetary  contributions  to  purchase  baby  chickens  from  Singapore,  was  a  great  success. 
500  chickens  were  delivered  during  the  first  part  of  April  1969.  Ifaua  Ihlen  Pro¬ 
vince  personnel  have  made  arrangements  for  the  purchase  of  another  5000  at  the  end 
of  April  1969.  Ihls is considered  one  of  the  better  long  range  programs.  The  local 
people  received  instructions  in  chicken  raising  from  a  Vietnamese  agricultural  ex¬ 
pert,  and  two  months'  supplies  of  food  and  medicine  for  the  chickens  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed. 

The  101st  Airborne  Division  (AM),  Q5  and  Surgeon,  are  presently  working  with 
the  Thus  Thian  Province  Chief  and  his  committee  to  further  improve  MEDCAP's.  They 
have  already  accomplished  regularly  scheduled  MEDCAP's  and  are  now  taking  steps  to 
increase  coverage  and  expand  their  training  programs.  They  are  also  establishing 
administrative  procedures  in  each  hamlet  by  which  current  medical  records  can  be 
maintained  on  each  person. 

d  Orphanage  surveys  are  being  conducted  in  Thu  Thlsn  Province  to  ensure 
equitable  assistance.  It  has  been  noticed  that  some  institutions  are  relatively  well 
off,  iriiile  others  barely  exist.  No  new  orphanages  are  under  construction,  however, 
additions  and  improvements  are  being  made  to  those  already  in  existance. 

£  Rssettlement  of  refugees  In  Thus  Thien  Province  has  increased.  Daring  the 
report  p  Tiod,  over  35»000  refugees  returned  to  their  homes  or  resettled  in  non¬ 
permanent  locations.  If  the  project  continues  at  the  present  rate,  the  1969  goal 
of  resettling  90,000  people  will  be  achieved. 

(3)  Miscellaneous  accomplishments: 

g  The  fishing  industry  has  expanded  in  both  provinoes  (see  Incl  3,  O^Mration 
Fisher).  This  expansion,  largely  duo  to  the  relaxation  of  waterwey  rsstrietions  and 
cmstruetion  of  roads  between  fishing  villages  and  maricets,  has  had  issMdiate  effects

£  The  1  Nov  68  bombing  halt  and  Paris  Peace  Talks. 

The  decreased  number  of  VC  local  force  and  VCI  in  the  lowlands. 

£  A  recurrent  rumor  to  the  effect  that  Quang  Tti  and  Thua  Thien  Rrovlnces  will 
be  given  to  NVN  throu^  negotiations. 

(2)  It  is  concluded  that  the  vigorous  Chieu  Hoi  campaign  presently  being 
waged  in  the  two  provinces  in  XXIV  Corps  is  not  likely  to  produce  a  major  in¬ 
crease  in  ralller  totals  unless  a  dramatic  change  occurs  in  the  military/political 
situation. 

d.  During  this  quarts^  the  XXIV  Corps  PSTOP  Division  processed  3,400  reqneste 
for  leafleta  and  aerial  loudspeaker  broadcasts  from  units  under  OPCON  XXIV  Coipt, 
In  response  to  these  requests  approximately  200,025,581  leaflets  were  disseminated 
and  1,173  hours  of  messages  were  broadcast  over  aerial  and  ground  loudspeakers. 
Althou^  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  leaflets  dropped  and  in  tlto 
number  of  hours- of  aerial  loudspeaker  broadcasts,  the  weather  duri^  the  latter 
part  of  February  1969  and  for  the  major  part  of  March  1969  severely  hampered  all 
PSTOP  operatlonso 

e.  During  the  period 22  Jan  69  thru  18  Mar  6^  the  9th  Marine  Regiment  of  the 
3d  Marine  Division  conducted  Operation  Dewey  Canyon  in  the  Da  Krong  Valley.  In 
support  of  this  operation  more  than  4,200,000  leaflets  were  dropped  against  NVA 
units.  A  significant  aspect  of  this  operation  was  the  discovery  of  the  largest 
arms  caches  to  be  uncovered  since  the  start  of  the  Vietnamsie  eoaflict.  The 
PSTOP  Division  recognizing  the  importance  of  this  find  immediately  developed 
leaflets  exploitiiig  this  dlseorsry. 

f .  During  the  report  period  a  PSTOP  campaign  was  initiated  to  induce  the 
Nontagnard  tribesmen  in  xnv  Corps  AO  to  resettle  In  GVN  secured  areas  of  Thua 
Thien  axzl  Quang  TM.  Provinces  and  to  stopTlf^tlng  PVMIP  Forces.  The  long  range 
program  will  involve  extensive  coordinaUon  with  both  GVN  and  US  authorities  in 
order  to  provide  adequate  reception  and  living  accomodations.  Vhen  aeeomdlshed, 
this  oampaign  will  deprive  the  NVA  of  a  sizeable  para-military  force. 
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g*  T»Bk  Force  Clearvater»  a  naeal  river  eecurl^  groop  located  on  the  Cna 
Viet  River  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  Corps  JO  requested  assistance  tram  this 
bea^hiaarters  In  obtaining  a  PSIOP  officer  and  an  NCO  to  help  In  the  f  ormalation  of 
an  effective  FSYOP  program  in  their  area  of  responsibility.  Through  coordination 
vlth  HQ,  mifarlne  Anidiibious  Force,  a  PSYOP  trained  lieutenant  and  an  NCO  ver* 
obtained  on  a  IDI  basis  from  the  7th  Psychological  Operations  Battalion  for  a  period 
of  three  months.  Daring  the  period  of  their  assignment,  they  made  an  area  survey 
and  instituted  an  effective  PSYOP  program  to  include  the  training  to  Task  Force 
Clearwater  personnel  to  carry  on  '^e  program  in  their  absence. 

3.  (C)  PBclficationt 

Daring  the  report  period  statisties  indicating  the  pacification  progress 
made  In  the  XXIV  Corps  AO,  became  available  for  the  period  31  'Dot  68  to  31  ^ikr  69. 
These  statistics  are  listed  belovt 

(1)  The  number  of  hamlets  in  the  XXIV  Ccrps  A)  under  GVN  security  increased  from 
457  to  582. 

(2)  The  number  of  contested  hamlets  in  the  XXIV  Corps  AO  dropped  from  160  to 

112. 

(3)  The  number  of  VC  controlled  hamlets  in  the  XXIV  Corps  AO  dropped  from  94  to 

21. 

(4)  The  percentage  of  x>pulatioa  in  the  XXIV  Corps  AO  under  GVIC  control  rose 
from  ^.2  to  87.1. 

(5)  The  peroentage  of  population  in  the  XXIV  Corps  AO  in  contested  areas 
dropped  frc»  16.2  to  11.5. 

(6)  The  percentage  of  population  in  the  XXIV  Corps  AO  under  VC  control  dropped 
from  8.3  to  2.1. 

(7)  A  number  of  hamlets  mte  carried  as  aband^nei  or  not  evaluate<^  and  a  small 
percentage  of  tlie  population  was  reported  as  not  evaluated  during  the  cited  peilod. 

A  definite  decline  in  these  categories  began  in  the  February  »  March  1969  period, 
and  It  le  expected  to  oontlaue  at  a  significant  rate, 

b.  Several  other  maasures  of  progress  show  the  effectiveness  of  the  pacifi¬ 
cation  support  efforts  of  XXIV  Corps. 

(l)  Considerable  success  has  been  attained  in  relocating  and  resettling 
oivlllanB  to  former  homes  or  other  areus  -.Mch  became  new  penuusent  homes. 

%  Approximately  31,467  people  have  returned  to  their  homes  of  their  own  accord 
between  31  Jan  69  and  30  Apr  69. 

An  additional  8,433  people  have  be«i  returned  under  government  directed  and 
sponsored  movement.  This  includea  5t900  people  who  moved  back  into  the  Cam  Vh  area 
(Cam  Lo  and  Dong  Hs  Dlstriota)  in  Queuag  Ttl  nrovince.  These  people  will  eventually 
ha  able  to  resume  cultivation  of  tp  to  2,000  hectaree  which  will  be  irrigated  by 
pops  Inetalled  under  the  Colombo  Plan. 
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(2)  Daring  the  month  of  Meureh  1969»  Tillage  and  hamlet  elections  were  held  In 
both  proTinces  in  the  XXIV  Corps  AO. 

£  Rleetions  were  held  in  46^  hamlets  within  XXIV  Corps  10. 

Elections  were  held  in  67  Tillages  within  the  XXIV  Corps  10.  There  was  no 
significant  VC  interference  o'”  known  attaints  at  influencing  the  outcome.  Of 
significance  was  the  number  cf  incumbents,  approximately  5(4,  reelected,  indicating 
a  reasonable  degree  of  satisfaction  with  current  leadership  and  continuing  general 
stability  among  officials. 

(3)  Although  the  railroad  between  Hue  and  Da  Rang  was  actually  reopened  during 
the  prerlous  report  period,  the  significance  of  this  progress  was  not  realised 
immediately.  The  price  of  a  ono»way  ticket  between  Hue  and  Da  Ring  is  approximately 
50|VN.  This  is  approximately  one-fourth  the  cost  of  bus  serrloe  between  the  two 
cities.  This  benefit  to  the  people  proTided  by  their  gOTemmsnt  is  self-STident. 

The  STerage  passenger  count  has  bean  in  assess  of  200  people  per  day  traTelllng 
south  to  Da  Hang  and  in  excess  of  300  per  day  traTslling  north  to  Hue.  This  does 
not  include  a  large  number  of  people  who  purchase  tickets  and  board  and  depart  at 
intermediate  stops.  The  fact  that  rail  service  has  been  restored  is  recognised  by 
'yus..eneBQr  as  mn  indication  that  the  GVN  influence  is  increasing.  This  is  borne  out 
by  the  number  of  sabotage  attespts  made  on  the  railroad.  ?our  of  these  attei^ts 
hsTe  resulted  in  minor  damage  to  the  track  and/or  railroad  equipment.  On  one 
occasion  a  major  bridge  was  blown  which  was  replaced  by  mobile  Construction  Bat¬ 
talion  121 .  While  the  bridge  was  out  howerer,  the  railway  transportation  was 
continued,  as  a  shuttle  service  was  initiated  with  tmdna  meetlncr  at  the  blown 
bridge  and  passengers  exchanging  trains  using  the  adjacent  ()I-1  bridge.  Work  has 
begun  to  open  the  railroad  between  Hue  and  Dong  Ha. 

(4)  Secondary  lines  of  oonmuni cation  have  been  extended  throughout  XXIV  Corps 
10.  As  of  30  Apr  69  a  total  of  352  kilometers  of  secondary  roads  have  been  tq>- 
graded  or  built,  firperience  shows  that  where  roads  exist,  GVH  influence  prei^ 
dominates,  and  the  program  of  upgrading  secondary  LOCs  will  eventually  affect  some 
377,700  people  within  t|»e  Corps  AO, 

(5)  Denying  rice  to  the  enemy  greatly  contributes  to  the  pacification  effort, 

A  total  of  57,000  short  tons  were  harvested  during  1968.  Of  tMs,  approximately 
51,300  short  tons  (9(4)  of  the  1968  crop  was  secured.  A  total  of  1,800  short  tons 
was  captured  or  destroyed  following  its  discovery,  in  hidden  ena^f  caches.  This 
rice  denial  has  caused  thf'  enemy  to  bring  large  amounts  of  rice  down  the  Ho  Chi 
Minh  Iteil  (as  evidenced  by  the  capture  of  356  tons  of  Chinese  nariced  rice  during 
Operation  Maine  Crag).  The  successful  rice  denial  program  has  thus  compelled  the 
enemy  to  execute  a  substantial  logistical  effort  to  maintain  his  subslstance.

a.  OBSERVATlCHli  Daring  a  recent  operation,  IR  eaissions  were  lost  in  a  naze 
of  agricultural  fires.  A  detailed  study  was  made  the  f  oUowing  day,  comparing  the 
IR  imagety  with  aerial  photography  flown. 

b.  EVALUATION;  The  comparative  study  allowed  the  image  interpretor  to 
validate  IR  emissions  and  determine  significant  areas  of  activity. 

0,  BECQHMENDATlQNi  The  tactical  situation  permitting,  IR  imagery  be  eMQ)ared 
with  reoent  aerial  photography  in  order  to  determine  the  IB  source  and  the  slgn- 
Ifloanoe  of  the  activity.

a.  QBSgRVATIQNt  During  the  report  period, a  large  number  of  M48A3  tanks  vers 
deadlined  because  of  mine  damage.  Due  to  Inability  to  foreeast  parts  requirements, 
tanks  were  deadlined  ''or  extended  periods^  for  replaoement  parts  for  suspension 
systems. 


b.  EVALPATTQl^i  Commanders  participating  In  extended  operations  iiould  request, 
on  highest  practical  priority,  parts  for  suspension  systems  of  M48A3  tanks  as  mis¬ 
sion  essential,  based  on  the  history  of  previous  operations.

a.  OBSiKyATrOW:  Operational  time  for  the  Alf/TPS-25  radar  saqployed  along  tho 
DMZ  Is  severely  hampered  because  of  frequent  deadline  for  parts. 

b.  KVAT.PATlQqi  Due  to  the  capabilities  and  importanoe  of  this  rsdar  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  OMZ,  a  high  deadline  rate  is  intolerable.  The  AR/TFS-25  radar  has 
a  low  density  In  R7N  and  repair  parts  and  components  for  this  set  are  almost  non¬ 
existent}  parts  requirements  are  frequently  filled  by  oanniballsation, 

c.  HBCCMMKimATrQMi  That  action  bo  taken  to  obtain  a  stookage  of  required  re¬ 
pair  parts  and  components  fbr  iI^TFS-25  radar  sets  based  on  usage  data.

0.  tacoi*fflHDATI(ffli  Raooanend  units  oonstruot  appropriate  shelving  in  the  eon- 
tainers,  thus  inereaslng  usable  storage  spaoe  and  re^l^  the  naber  of  COHB  con¬ 
tainers  needed  for  storage. 
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4.  (c)  IS3!>  Snpply  SupppTt  to  Isolated  Uniti. 

a.  OBSEHyiTTO^i  When  using  Btsdlun  (CH-47)  and  ll^t  (UH-1)  helleoptars  for 
logistical  support  of  a  combat  operation,  it  is  desirable  to  baTS  medium  hell- 
copt^  "hook"  supplies  to  the  FSB  and  hare  the  ll^t  helicopters  "hook"  the  supplies 
from  the  FSB's  to  the  combat  units. 

b.  EFALDATIOHt  To  accomplish  the  above,  considerable  planning  and  preparation 
prior  to  the  operation  is  nquired.  In  planing,  the  slse  of  the  FSB  and  the  limited 
eapabilit7  of  FSB  personnel  for  breaking  down  supplies  Into  smaller  quantities 
for  unit  distribution,  must  be  considered.  To  avoid  burdening  a  combat  uiilt  at  an 
FSB  with  requirements  to  break  down  bulk  stqjplles  into  smaller  quantities,  it  is 
desirable  to  task  the  medium  helicopters  to  lift  several  nets  of  .7-ton  loads  to  the 
FSB's.  This  enables  the  light  helicopters  to  transport  a  .7- ton  load  from  the  FSB 

to  combat  units  without  redistributing  supplies  to  lesser  loads. 

c.  tyr.rffliyntTTnMt  That  whenever  possible,  the  system  outUned  above  be 
used  for  resupply  of  isolated  units.  It  is  fur^er  recoanended  that  two  L2S's  with¬ 
in  the  FSB  be  used.  On  a  given  day,  one  LZ  will  be  a  pickup  and  the  other  a  delivery 
point.  The  following  day  the  pickup  and  delivery  point  LZ's  are  reversed.  Ihis 
precludes  the  requirement  for  helicopters  delivering  suppllee  and  helicopters  pick¬ 
ing  up  supplies  from  using  the  same  LZ  simultaneously.

a.  OBSERVATION 1  During  an  operation,  loglstleal  aircraft  have  completed  or 
aborted  missions  and  the  task  force  headquarters  was  not  informed  of  this  until 
the  aircraft  had  returned  to  its  homa  base. 

b.  EVALUATION {  It  is  desirable  to  have  a  central  control  agency  at  the  task 
force  CP  with  the  capability  of  receiving  timely  Information  on  mission  status  of  all 
supporting  aircraft.  This  provides  positive  control  and  more  efficient  use  of  avail- 
alie  aircraft,  particularly  for  critical  medevacs  and  emergency  resupply  miPsions. 

e.  BWanMM)iy^n^TTQ[jt  That  whenever  possible,  centralised  control  be  established 
for  all  helicopters  Involved  in  an  operation. 

(c)  iXE2{t  fagiBBiJ  vf  ,MU» 

a.  OBSERVATION!  During  adverse  weather,  emergency  resupply  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  by  an  Air  Support  Radar  Team  vectoring  aircraft  over  a  target  at  a 
pimdetentlned  altitude  and  directing  the  pilot  to  paradrop  supplies  to  that  unit. 

On  oocaslons,  fifty  to  one  hundred  percent  of  the  supplies  were  not  recovered,  and 
the  probability  exists  that  these  supplies  were  rettievad  by  the  enemy. 

b.  VALUATION!  A  capability  to  accurately  airdrbp  st^plles  into  a  small  drop 
zone  during  adverse  weather  is  urgently  required. 

c.  BKttMamiTIQHi  That  fielding  of  a  system  such  as  the  radar  controlled 
parewing,  pimsently  under  development  by  the  Combat  Developments  Coamand,  be  con¬ 
sidered  for  adverse  weather  emergency  resupply.

1.  (U)  XM:  Establlahnent  a  a  JXrraMJMard  Madlcal  Regulating  Office. 

a.  OBSERgATIONt  The  lack  of  a  forward  aadioal  regulating  office  within  XXIV 
Corps  has  resulted  In  uncoordinated  patient  Input  to  hosidtals,  hospital  ships 

and  medical  battalionso  As  a  consequence^  the  patient  load  Is  not  always  equitably 
distributed  to  provide  timely,  required  medical  treatment. 

b*  EVALUATION i  \  co.tral  forward  medical  regulatinm  office  wither  mv  Corps, 
staffed  and  equipped  bv  coiBninleate  \Ath  all  medical  usdts  in  the  XXIV  Corps  10  a^ 

adjacent  waters,  could  provide  the  required  service  stated  above,  ^y  coordinating 

patient  Input  and  distribution.  It  would  instire  that  the  best  use  would  bS  made  of 

available  medical  facilities  at  all  times.  The  XXIV  Cor,''*  Surgeon's  Office  has  re» 

ceived  authorisation  from  the  III  MAF's  Surgeon's  Office  to  act  as  a  forward  medical 
regulating  office  for  XXIV  Corps*  However,  additional  personnel  and  eqtilpmsnt  will 
be  required.

a.  OBSERVATION!  Die  effectiveneae  of  land  clearing  operations  is  greatly  law 
proved  when  helicopter  support  is  provided. 

b.  EVALUATION!  Lack  of  helicopter  support  has  hindered  the  efflelenoy  of  land 
clearing  operations.  The  land  clearing  unit  eoianander's  planning  for  the  next  day's 
work  and  control  of  the  trace  of  the  clearing  operation  is  greatly  enhanced  when  the 
conmander  of  the  land  clearing  force  has  a  helicopter  available  to  provide  aerial 
reconnaissance. 


c.  RECOMMENDATION !  Units  conducting  land  clearing  operations  should  provide 
helicopter  support  to  the  land  clearing  coiq>any. 

2.  (C)  Security  for  Land  Clearing  OperaUpni. 

a.  OBSERVATION!  Security  elements  in  land  clearing  operatl(ware  often  dis¬ 
placed  on  other  missions  before  land  clearing  operations  are  ooai|Seted. 

b«  EVALUATION!  Land  clearing  operations  are  conducted  in  stq>port  of  tactical 
unit  operation:}  and  security  is  required  for  the  land  clearing  company  to  conduct 
uninterrupted  operations. 

c.  HECCMfflNDATIOH!  That  land  clearing  forces  remain  intact  throughout  the 
operation.  Removal  of  the  tactical  unit's  securi^  force  Interrupts  the  fluidity 
and  efficiency  of  the  land  clearing  operation  and  thus  delays  completion.

2.  (C)  Comments  follow: 

a.  (C)  Reference  item  concerning  Cache  Report,  section  II,  page  22, 
paragraph  B(2);  concur.  It  is  considered,  however,  that  Cache  Reports 
should  not  be  delayed  an  excessive  period  cf  time  solely  for  the  purpose 
of  consolidating  all  the  information.  Si^jplementary  reports,  if  properly 
identified  and  referenced  to  the  initial  report,  should  preclude  confusion 
and  duplication.  No  action  by  DA  or  USARPAC  is  recommended. 

b.  (U)  Reference  item  concerning  Tank  Deadline  Kate,  section  II, 
page  24,  paragraph  D(l);  concur.  Para  6-10,  AR  735-35  provides  for 
evaluation  and  forecasting  of  seasonal  or  anticipated  requirements  for 
repair  parts  and  maintenance  related  items.  All  such  forecasts  should  be 
based  on  previous  experience  and  should  not  be  an  arbitrary  and  blaiJcet 
increase  in  stockage.  Unit  will  be  advised. 

c.  (U)  Reference  item  concerning  AN/TPS-25  Radar  Set  Deadline, 
section  II,  page  2U,  paragraph  0(2);  nonconcur.  Stockage  of  repair  parts 
for  the  AN/TPS-25  radar  sets  on  PLL  and  ASL  are  demand  supported  lAW 

AR  735-35  and  AR  711-16  respectively.  The  majority  of  the  repair  parts 
for  the  AN/TPS-23  are  consoon  electronic  repair  parts  which  are  readily 
available  in  the  supply  system.  The  AN/TPS-25  peculiar  parts  are  difficult 
to  obtain;  however,  to  date,  no  significant  problems  have  been  experienced 
which  can  be  attributed  to  supply  shortages.  A  review  of  the  We^ly 
Command  Deadline  Report  for  the  period  21  Feb  69-6  Jun  69  reveals  only 
one  occurrence  of  an  AN/TP5-25  radar  set  belonging  to  an  amy  unit  within 
XXIV  Corps  being  deadlined  for  parts.  This  radar  was  deadlined  for  parts 
on  30  May  69  and  was  deadlined  for  less  than  one  week.  No  data  is  avail¬ 
able  on  the  three  AN/TPS-23  radars  belonging  to  3d  Marine  Division  and 
supported  by  63d  Haint  En.  In  addition,  all  mjor  components  of  the 
AN/TFS-25  are  on  the  repair  and  return  program  to  Sacramento  Amy  Depot.
